THE HIGH COURT OF KERALA 

NOTIFICATION 


No. D1-16421/2006. 8th April 2016. 

In exercise of the powers conferred by Article 225 and 227 of the Constitution of India and section 122 of the 
Code of Civil Procedure 1908, the High Court of Kerala frames the following rules: 

Advocates’ Clerks Rules 2016 

1. These rules shall be called Advocates’ Clerks Rules. These Rules shall come into force from the date of 
publication in the Kerala Gazette. 

2. These rules shall apply to all clerks attached to the offices of the Advocates practicing in the High Court of 
Kerala and all Civil and Criminal Courts Subordinate to the High Court of Kerala. 

3. In these rules, unless the context otherwise requires : 

“Advocate” means an Advocate as defined in the Advocates Act 1961. 

“Registrar” means the Registrar (Subordinate Judiciary) of the High Court of Kerala. 

“Registered Clerk” means a clerk employed by an Advocate and registered in the manner provided in 
Rules 5 to 7 hereunder. 
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4. A person who has passed the S.S.L.C. Examination or its equivalent and who has undergone training under a 
registered clerk for not less than one year shall be eligible to be registered as an Advocate Clerk. Every person who has 
submitted an application before 30-6-2008 under the Kerala Advocate Clerks Welfare Fund Rules 2004 and whose 
application has been granted by the Committee under the said Rule shall stand exempted permanently from acquiring the 
educational qualification specified in this Rule. 

5. (a) Application for registration of Advocate’s Clerk shall be made to the Registrar or the District Judge as the 
case may be by the Advocate who has engaged the clerk, stating the name, mother’s/father’s name, full postal address 
including telephone number/mobile number/e-mail address, gender and educational qualifications. The Advocate shall 
certify that the clerk who is seeking registration has undergone training under a registered clerk for one year, specifying 
the name and registration number of the registered clerk, and that the clerk bears a good character. If the clerk has served 
under another advocate, a certificate from such advocate giving details of the engagement should also be filed, unless 
otherwise permitted by the Registering Authority. 

(b) In the case of fresh applicants who has undergone training, then the application should be accompanied by 
an affidavit of a registered clerk stating that the trainee clerk had undergone training for one year under him. 

6. Every registered clerk who is engaging a trainee clerk shall intimate the details of such trainee to the Registrar/ 
District Judge. The Registrar/District Judge shall on receipt of such intimation verify whether the trainee satisfies the 
educational requirements under Rule 4 and thereafter issue a trainee identity card. 

7. The registration obtained by an Advocate Clerk continues in force till the clerk leaves the service of the 
Advocate who had applied before the Registering Authority. Once the Advocate clerk leaves the service of the Advocate 
who had engaged him or in case of the death of the Advocate who had engaged him, then a fresh registration as 
required under the rules is mandatory. 

8. An Advocate may have more than one registered clerk at a time. 

9. A registered clerk may serve more than one Advocate subject to written consent of the Advocate under whom 
he is registered. Such consent should be duly intimated to the Registrar/District Judge. 

10. Every Clerk, upon registration, shall be given an identity card which he shall produce whenever required, and 
which he shall surrender when he ceases to be the clerk of the Advocate who applied for his registration. Every registered 
clerk shall wear the identity card in a visible manner when he enters the court hall and the offices of the court. Only a 
registered clerk shall be allowed to attend the offices of the court for presenting or receiving any papers including 
documents or exhibits on behalf of the Advocate who has employed him. Duplicate Identity Cards may be issued to an 
Advocate Clerk, if the card issued is lost or damaged, provided, a stamped application is filed by the Advocate who had 
engaged him along with an affidavit of the registered clerk stating the reason for applying for the duplicate identity card. 

11. No fees will be levied for registration of the name of a clerk. 

12. The District Judge shall maintain a register in the form given in Appendix A of all registered clerks within his 
jurisdiction. The District Judge shall direct his Sheristadar to issue under his signature to each registered clerk the identity 
card in the form given in Appendix B. In the High Court of Kerala, the Register shall be maintained by the Section Officer 
in the Filing Department and the card shall be signed by the Assistant Registrar in charge of the Filing Section. 

13. Whenever an Advocate terminates the employment of a registered clerk, he shall notify such fact to the District 
Judge or the Registrar, as the case may be. The District Judge or the Registrar as the case may be, will thereupon order 
the removal of the name of such registered clerk from the register and notify the cancellation of his registration. The 
District Judge will also notify the fact of removal to the other civil courts in the District and to the Chief Judicial 
Magistrate of the District for communication to the other Magistrates in the District. 

14. No person who had been in the service of the Civil or Criminal Subordinate Courts or of the High Court shall 
be entitled to be employed as an Advocate Clerk within the jurisdiction of the court where the person last worked, for a 
period of three years. 

15. If on the death, retirement, discharge or dismissal of a registered clerk, an Advocate wishes to engage another 
clerk, he shall apply to the registering authority for registration of such another person as registered clerk. The Advocate 
shall also be entitled to look into the register for satisfying himself whether the person seeking his employment had 
previously been in the employment of another Advocate. 
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16. If a registered clerk of an Advocate is on leave due to illness or otherwise, the registering authority shall, on 
request of the Advocate under whom the registered clerk is engaged, permit the registered clerk of another Advocate to 
discharge the duties of such absentee clerk for a specified period. 

17. (1) No persons who has been declared as a tout by the District Judge/Registrar or is an undischarged 
insolvent or has been convicted of an offence involving moral turpitude or has been dismissed from the service of the 
judicial/government/statutory authorities for corruption or dishonesty or is unfit to be a clerk for any other sufficient 
reason, shall be registered as an Advocate’s Clerk. 

Explanation : 

(a) “tout” means a person who procures or attempts to procure consideration of any remuneration 
moving from any Advocate or from any person acting on his behalf, the employment of such Advocate in any legal 
practice or who, for purposes of such procurement, frequents the precincts of the Court. 

(b) The passing of resolution by a Bar Association/Advocates Association declaring any person to be a 
tout shall be evidence of general repute of such person for the purpose of this rule. 

(2) No person shall be declared as tout unless he has been given an opportunity to show cause against such 
declaration. Any person aggrieved may appeal to the Chief Justice against the order of the Registrar or District Judge 
declaring him as a tout and such appeal shall be considered by the Chief Justice or such other Judge of the High Court 
as the Chief Justice may nominate in that behalf. 

(3) The Registrar/District Judge shall publish a list of person declared as touts annually in the notice board of 
the Court. The District Judge shall also communicate such list for notification in all the civil courts in the District and to 
the Chief Judicial Magistrate of the District for communication to the other Magistrates in the District. 

18. Every registered clerk shall keep true and correct accounts of the money entrusted to him by the Advocate and 
the client. 

19. (1) The District Judge or the Registrar may order the removal of the name of a registered clerk from the 
register and cancel his registration or suspend him for a specified period if 

(a) he is disqualified under Rule 17, Rule 20 or 

(b) he fails to comply with Rule 18. 

(2) In the event of removal of the name, cancellation of registration or suspension under sub rule (1), 
a notification similar to that provided for in Rule 13 shall be made. 

20. If complaint of any misconduct against any registered clerk is made to the Registrar/District Judge or is 
otherwise brought to the notice of the Registrar/District Judge or if any instance of misconduct comes to the notice of 
the Registrar/District Judge, the Registrar/District Judge or any other officer authorized by the Registrar/District Judge 
shall enquire into the matter. If the misconduct by the registered clerk is found to be correct, the registration granted to 
the clerk shall be cancelled. 

21. The District Judge or the Registrar, may, at his discretion refuse to register a clerk who had been earlier 
removed from the register on account of his dismissal or action under Rule 19 or Rule 20 also. 

22. The registration of the Advocate Clerks who are already registered under the existing Pleader’s Clerks’ Rules 
and whose registration remains valid on the commencement of these Rules, shall continue to be valid under these Rules. 
The Rules made herein are not in derogation of and shall be in addition to Rules 25 to 31 of the Rules of the High 
Court of Kerala 1971.
